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Regulations of the Order, 


THE Grand Chapter consists of the 
following members, viz : 

The three Grand Principals* Z. Hi 
and J., all Past Grand Principals, ;the 
Grand Superintendants of Provinces, the 
Grand Scribes, the three Sojourners, 
The Treasurer, the Registrar, the Sword 
Bearer, Standard Bearer, Director of 
Ceremonies and Organist, and all Corn-, 
panions who have past either of those 
offices ; — the three Principals of every 
regular subordinate Chapter, . the Past 
Principals of those Chapters who have 
continued subscribing memhers to their 
Chapters since their appointment ito 
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office, so long as they continue subscri- 
bers thereto. To these are added, (if 
companions) on account of their Rank 
in the Craft, the following, viz : Past 
Grand Masters, Past Deputy Grand 
Masters, Provincial Grand Master, and 
the two Grand Wardens of the Year ; 
also the present associate members of 
the Grand Chapter and Princes of the 
Blood Royal, and Peers of the Realm, 
who may be exalted in the Grand Chap- 
ter, pursuant to the regulation after 
specified. 

The Grand Master for the time being 
to be Z. 

The D. G. M. for the time being to 
be H. 

The M. E. Z. shall appoint J. 

The Grand Secretaries for the time 
being, if there be two, to be the Scribes. 
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The Grand Treasurer for the tune 
being of the Craft to be Treasurer.

The Grand Superintendant of Provin- 
ces and all the. other officers shall be 
appointed by the M. E. Z.

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That it shall be la the power of the 
Grand Principals to summon and hold 
Grand Chapters of Emergency, when- 
ever the good of the Order shall in their 
opinion require it: The reason for con- 
vening such Chapter of Emergency shall 
be expressed in the summons, and no 
other business shall be entered upon at 
that meeting. 

If at any Grand Chapter, stated or 
occasional, either of the Grand Princi- 
pals be absent, or in case of the death 
or resignation of either of them, the 
chair shall be filled by the Grand Officer 
next in rank and seniority, who may be 
present, provided he be an installed 
and i£n6 such Grand Officer be present,’ 
then by the Z of Senior Chapter. 

That no member of the Grand Chapter 
shall he permitted to attend therein 
without his proper jewel and clothing. 
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That no person shall be exaltedin the 
Grand Chapter, except Princes of the 
Blood Royal, Peers of the Realms or 
Foreign Brethren of distinction, recom- 
mended by the M. E. Z. 

The proceedings of the Grand Chapter 
together with the financial account, shah 
be printed and circulated to the several 
subordinate Chapters, within one month 
after the GrandChapter in May, annual- 
ly, or oftner; if directed by tbe Grand 
Chapter. ' .. . .<

That no motion for the repeal or 
alteration of any existing Law, or for

serted in the Summonses to the Grand 
Officers and Principals of Chapters.

No motion on a new. subject shall be 
made, nor anj new matter entered upon 
after eleven o’clock at night. 
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GRAND SUPERINTENDANTS 

OF PROVINCES. 

For the better government of the 
Chapters held at a distance from the 
Metropolis, Superintendants may be 
appointed over the several Provinces 
in which Chapters shall be held. 

The Grand Superintendants are em- 
powered to appoint Provincial Grand 
Officers, and to hold Provincial Grand 
Chapters, whenever they shall think 
expedient so to do. They are also 
empowered to visit the several subordi- 
nate Chapters in their district, to see 
that the Laws and Regulations of the 
Grand Chapter are observed; and are 
to enquire into irregularities, and hear 
and determine all complaints, and their 
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decision shall be final, unless an appeal 
shall be made therefrom to the Grand 
Chapter ; and to this end they may sum- 
mon the Officers and Companions of any 
Chapter to attend them, and to produce 
the Charter and Books of the Chapter. 

Hie Provincial Grand Chapter shall 
consist of the Present and Past Officers, 
being subscribing Members to some 
Chapter in the Province, and the Princi- 
pals and past Principals of the several 
subordinate Chapters, so long as they 
continue subscribing Members to their 
respective Chapters.

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PRIVATE CHAPTERS, 


That every Chapter shall be attached 
to some warranted Lodge, and the rank 
or precedence of the several Chapters, 
shall be determined according to tlie 
priority of the Lodges, to which they 
may be respectively attached'.' 

That no Lodge hereafteC shall be au- 
thorised to form or hold a Chapter, un- 
less it has previously obtained a Charter 
from the Grand Chapter. — The mode of 
application to be by petition, signed by

nine regular and registered Royal Arch 
Masons, specifying the place where such 
Lodge meets, and the time when such 
Chapter is proposed to be liolden, with the 
names of the three intended Principals. 

In a province for which a Superinten- 
dant is appointed, the petition must first 

■ " v 

be transmitted ta him for his recommen- 
dation or opinion. >i 
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That a fee of five guineas be paid for 
such Charter of constitution. 

Acccording to the* ancient custom, a 
complete Chapter of this order of Ma- 
sonry, consists of the three Principals 
who, when in Chapter assembled, are to 
be considered conjunctly as the Master, 
and each severally as a Master, two 
scribes, three sojourners, and seventy- 
two others as a council, and no regular 
Chapter can consist of more, but any 
number may be exalted and received as 
companions, though not to hold the 
staff of office, or be considered as coun- 
sellors, when more than that number 
are present. 

That all officers be elected annually; 
such as are properly acquainted with our 
statutes and constitutions, and who, from 
their merit and abilities are likely to do 
honor to the Society, being most eligible. 
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That the mode of election be by 
ballot; for the office of Z first, and the 
ethers in succession, allowing the prin- 
cipal sojourner to appoint his assistants ; 
and the officers thus elected and ap- 
pointed shall be invested and inducted 
accordingly. If there shall be two or 
more of the highest number, the M. £. 
Z. shall have the casting vote, or he 
may order a new ballot at his discretion. 

That the officers and companions, 
whilst m Chapter, shall wear the re- 
spective insignia of the order, according 
to their rank. . . 

That, aasoon as the Chapter is opened, 
the minutes of the last Chapter are to 
be read by one of the scribes, and then 
put for confirmation. 

That .no Chapter, when convened, 
shall proceed to exalt any candidate 
d 2

into the order, unless nine regular Royal 
Arch: Masons be present. 

The : Cash or Treasurers account of 
the Chapter shall be kept distinct and 
separate from that of the Lodge to 
which the Chapter is attached. 

4 Every Chapter, shall, at least once in 
each year, makera return to the grand 
scribes, specifying; the names, ages, pro- 
fessions, and the dates of .exaltation of 
the companions . exalted, together with 
the numbers of the lodges to which they 
belong: the registering fees to be remit- 
ted at the same time. And if any coin~ 
panion exalted in foreign parts, (and 
whose name, therefore, is not previously 
registered in the books of the Crrand 1 
Chapter) join a Chapter a>s a member^ 
his name, age, profession/ and lodge 
shall be returned, and the same fee jiaid 
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as if he had been exalted in the Chapter 
he may so join. The names also of alb 
companions who may join from any 
other Chapter must be returned, and the 
Chapter iu which they were exalted, 
specified. ' ' 

Every Chapter shall have power to 
make such by-laws as to them shall 
seem meet for their own private govern-' 
ment, provided they be not incompatible 

with the general laws of the craft, or 

■’ ' ‘Up--:’ 

the general statutes, enacted by the 

Grand Chapter, and which by-laws 
shall be fairly transcribed in a book to 
be kept for that purpose, and a copy 
thereof shall be sent to the Grand 
Scribes. 

Every Chapter shall annually as soon 
as their new officers are appointed and 
invested transmit their names and rank 
to the Grand Scribes. 
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Every Chapter shall strictly conform 
to the statutes respecting the proposi- 
tion and admission of members and 
exaltation. 

No Chapter shall be removed from 
one house to another without notice 
being given to all the members thereof 
in the summons of the intention to pro- 
pose such a measure, nor unless the 
minority of the members present at the 
meeting when such proposal is made 
shall approve thereof. Nor shall a 
Chapter be moved from one town or 
place to another without the consent of 
the Grand Chapter. 

No Chapter shall form any public 
Masonic procession without a dispensa- 
tion for that purpose from one of the 
Grand Principals or the Grand Super- 
intendent of the province. 
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No Chapter shall exclude any mem- 
ber thereof without giving him due 
notice of the charge preferred against 
him, and of the time appointed for its 
consideration. The name of every com- 
panion excluded, together with the 
cause for his exqlusion, shall be sent to 
the Grand Scribes. 

If a Chapter be dissolved, the charter 
thereof shall. , be delivered up to the 
Grand Chapter, and shall not on any 
account be transferred without the con- 
sent of that body ; and if the charter of 
a Chapter be sold or procured by any 
other means than through the regular 
channel of petition to the Grand Chap- 
ter, such charter shall be forfeited and 
the Chapter erased. 

The register fee to the Grand Chapter 
for brethren exalted shall be seven shil- 
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lings and sixpence ; and for a compa- 
nion joining a Chapter, his name being 
previously registered, two shillings and 
sixpence. 

That Chapters shall be subject to 
erasure and forfeiture of the charter of 
constitution in any of the following 
cases, viz. 

Omitting to hold a meeting of the 
Chapter for the space of two years. 

Neglecting to make a return of the 
Principals and Officers of the Chapter, 
as specified in the foregoing law. 

Neglecting to register annually the 
names of all companions exalted in, 
and of those who have joined the 
chapter. 

But no Chapter shall be erased until 
the. Principals thereof shall have been 
duly summoned to shew cause to the 
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Grand Chapter why such Chapter 
should not be erased. 


CANDIDATES, &c. 

Tli at to this order none ought to be ad- 
mitted but men of the best character and 
education, open, generous, of liberal sen- 
timent and real philanthropists, who have 
passed through the probationary degrees 
of masonry, have presided as masters, 
been duly proposed, recommended by 
two or more companions of the Chapter, 
balloted for and approved ; the recom- 
mendation (unless on particular occa- 
sions) to be at least one Chapter previ- 
ous to the ballot. The brother to be 
hot less than twenty-three years of age 
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at the time of exaltation, but none to be 
admitted if, on the ballot, there appear 
more than two negatives. 

No mason shall be exalted to this 
sublime degree unless he has been 
a Master mason for twelve calendar 
months at least ; and to prove this fact 
the following testimonial shall be pro- 
duced from the lodge of which the can- 
didate is a member, viz. 


To the Principals of Cftapter. 

Brother having signified 

his wish to be exalted to the order of 
the Royal Arch, we do hereby certify, 
that he hath been a Master Ma$pn for 
the. space of twelve calendar months, 
and duly registered in the books of the 
Grand Lodge for that period; 4pd that 
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he hath while a member of our lodge, 
conducted himself as a worthy Brother.

That instead of the foregoing cer- 
tificate the Chapter may receive the 
Brother’s Grand Lodge certificate, in 
proof of his having been twelve months 
a Master Mason, provided he be at the 
time a subscribing Member to some 
regular Lodge! The regulation, as to 
the individual being a subscribing mem- 
ber, however, is not intended to apply 
to a foreign brother, initiated abroad 
who may be in possession of proper 
certificates. 
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That in cases where either of such 
certificates cannot be obtained, the bro- 
ther desirous to be exalted, may. apply, 
through the Grand Scribes, to any one 
of the three Principals for a dispensa- 
tion; and if the Grand Principal, to 
whom the application be made, shall 
be satisfied that the circumstances jus- 
tify a deviation from the preceding 
regulation, he may grant a dispensation 
accordingly, which shall be a sufficient 
warrant t» the Chapter to exalt the 
brother, provided he be eligible mother 
respects. . 

That when any brother is proposed 
for exaltation, or a companion to join 
the Chapter, notice thereof shall be 
given to every member of the Chapter, 
in the supimons, at least six days pre-7 
vious to the meeting at which the ballot 
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is to be taken, specifying the name of 
the candidate, his residence, profession * 
and Lodge or Chapter. !> ' » 

Any companion exalted in a Chapter 
thereby becomes a member without any 
further proposition U or ballot, provided 
he express his wish to that effect on the 
day of his exaltation:' 

'No person shall under any pretence* 
be exalted for a less sum than three: 
guineas, which sum may include the 
registering fee to the Grand Chapter. ; 


CERTIFICATE. 

All applications for Grand Chapter 
certificates must be made to the Grand 
Scribes, and if the name of the com- 
panion wishing for a certificate has not 
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been previously registered, the money 
payable on registration must be trans- 
mitted at the same time, as no certificate 
can, on any account, be issued until 
the companion he registered. 

The Grand Chapter certificate shall 
be seven shilling and sixpence. 

No certificate shall be issued to any 
companion if it. shall appear that he 
has been exalted irregularly or contrary 
to the laws specified relative to the pro- 
posing and admission of candidates.

To be of white lamb skin from 14 to 16 inches wide, and 
from 12 to 14 inches deep, with an indented crimson and 
purple border, 2 inches wide ; the perpendicular lines in the 
drawing representing the crimson, and the horizontal lines 

the purple ; the border of the fall or flap to be only one inch 
wide, in the centre of the flap a triangle of white silk or 
satin, surrounded with a gold cord, and within the triangle 
the figure as in the pattern embroidered in gold spangles, 
the lining and strings of the apron to be white sjlk, the ends 
of the strings may be ornamented with silver fringe. 

The triangle on the flap, the lining and strings of the 
apron for Present and Past Principals of private Chapters 
to be crimson silk ; and for Present and Past Officers of the 
Supreme Grand Chapter, purple silk; the Present and Past 
Officers of the Grand Chapter, and Present and Past Prin- 
cipals of Private Chapters, may wear gold fringe at the end 
of the strings, instead of silver fringe, no other ornament 
shall be worn upon the apron ; except that Officers and Past 
Officers of Chapters may have the emblem of their Office em- 
broidered in the centre of their aprons, the Principals and 
Past Principals in gold, all other Officers or Past Officers in 
silver. 
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The COLLARS, &c. 

The Jewel of Office worn by the several Officers of the 
Grand Chapter, and by Grand Superintend ants of Provin- 
ces to be suspended by a broad collar of three colours, viz. 
purple, scarlet and pale blue. 

The Jewel of Office worn by the Principals and Officers, 
and also by Past Principals of Subordinate Chapters, to be 
suspended by a broad crimson collar. 

The Medal of ihc order to be worn on the left breast, 
appended according to the rank of the Companion by a 
narrow ribbon as follows. * 

Present and Past Officers of the Grand Chapter and 
Provincial Grand Superintendents, tricolored corresponding 
with the collar. 

The Principals and Past Principals, of all subordinate 
Chapters, crimson, corresponding with the collar. 

The other Officers of Subordinate Chapters and all other 
Companions white.

All Companions are to wear the usual sash of the order' 
with silk (Vinge at the ends, except, that all present and 
Past Officers' of the Grand Chapter, and Present and Past' 
Principals of Private Chapters may wear gold fringe instead*
